WITH RESPECT TO PARAGRAPHS 3 AND 4 OF EACH OF THE MEMORANDA

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GOVERNMENT OF THE UNTIED STATES OF AMERICA HAS PLACED ON THE 
RECORD OF THE MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY ON MARCH 1, 1972, AND ON 
JUNE 12, 1974, THE UNDERSTANDINF INHERENT IN ALL OF THE BILATERAL 
AGREEMENTS FOR COOPERATION TO WHICH THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES IS A PARTY, THAT THE USE OF ANY MATERIAL OR EQUIPMENT 
SUPPLIED BY THE UNITED STATES UNDER SUCH AGREEMENTS FOR ANY

INHERENT IN THE SAFEGUARDS AGREEMENTS RELATED TO SUCH COOPERATION 
AGREEMENTS, THAT THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY WOULD 
VERIFY, INTER ALIA, THAT THE SAFEGUARDED MATERIAL WAS NOT USED 
FOR ANY NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE DEVICE. IT WAS FURTHER NOTED BY THE 
UNITED STATES REPRESENTATIVE THAT THE CONTINUED COOPERATION OF 
THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA WITH OTHER COUNTRIES IN THE NUCLEAR 
FIELD IS DEPENDENT ON THE ASSURANCE THAT THESE UNDERSTANDINGS 
WILL CONTINUE TO BE RESPECTED IN THE FUTURE. UNQUOTE 

5. REQUEST APPROVAL OF OUR CHANGES TO FOREGOING TEXT BE 
TELEGRAPHED ALL ADDRESSEES ASAP IN ORDER THAT EXCHANGES OF NOTES 
NOT BE DELAYED WHEN AGREEMENT REACHED WITH AT LEAST SOME OTHER 
GOVERNMENTS TO SUCH EXCHANGE. 

6. MISSION WILL TELEGRAPH INITIAL LIST OF COUNTRIES INDICATING 
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READINESS TO EXCHANGE NOTES ON AUGUST 15 AS SOON AS KNOWN, 
PROBABLY AUGUST 9. ASSUME INSTRUCTION FOR ACTUAL DELIVERY USG 
NOTES IN THOSE CAPITALS WILL BE ISSUED BY DEPARTMENT DIRECTLY 
TO POSTS CONCERNED. 

7. ATTENTION IS CALLED TO REFERENCE IN NOTE THAT U.S. HAS INFORMED 
EURATOM AND ALL OF ITS MEMBERS RE PROHIBITION ON EXPORTS TO 
ANY NNWS OUTSIDE COMMUNITY EXCEPT WITH USG CONSENT. MISSION 
SUGGESTS THIS BE DONE BY NOTE TO EC COMMISSION REP AND ALL
